“Add 20 Ibs. and you'll make the 
fans forget how good Jack Chesbro 
was,” Barrow promised. 

Downing gallons of double malted 
milks, bushels of potatoes, etc., 
Gomez put on the added poundage. 
Next spring he lost his first three 
starts. 

“Mr. Barrow,” he complained, “I'm 
fatter like you wanted me to be. 
Remember? You said I'd make the 
fans forget Chesbro. Now it looks 
like they'll Seuget Gomez!” 


Gomez is in ‘Gemand even today as 
a banquet speaker, possibly because 
he tells so many good stories in 
which he is the “fall guy,” such as: 

Locked in an 0-0 mound duel, 
“Lefty” took his turn at the plate in 
the ninth inning. He worked the op- 
posing pitcher to a 3-2 count. To his 
amazement the third-base coach gave 
him the “take” sign 

“Lefty” couldn't believe it. He 
stepped out of the box and looked 
third-baseward again. Same _ sign. 
Puzzled for sure, Gomez figured that 
his coach must have forgotten that 
the count was three balls and two 
strikes. He left the batter's box once 
more. Again he got the “take” sign. 

Resignedly and reluctantly he 
didn’t move a muscle as the sixth 
pitch whizzed by him. It missed a 
corner of the plate by a fraction of 
an inch, and Gomez took a walk— 
which started a game-winning rally. 
Next morning a New York news- 
paper headlined: 

“GOMEZ HAS SHARP EYES AT 
PLATE; WAITS OUT PITCHER TO 
START RALLY.”

After Housewives’ Forums

DETROIT — There were no com- 
plaints on the high prices of appli- 
ances from Detroit when they ex- 
pressed their opinion of price con- 
trols to Tighe Woods, the new head 
of the Office of Price Stabilization, 
here recently. 

Detroit was Woods’ second stop on 
a cross country tour to find out what 
housewives thought of price controls. 
He said that in Fresno, Calif., his 
first stop, he heard no complaints 
about appliances prices either. 

“I feel that if consumers are not 
bothered by the prices on appli- 
ances,” he said, “I think we ought 
to take a look at them and see if we 
ean't suspend or decontrol them if 
we feel that they are not having an 
effect on the high cost of living.” 

He said he did not know if appli- 
ances were currently under considera- 
tion for decontrol, explaining that he 
has not yet acquainted himself with 
the technical details of his job. But 
he did know that more commodities 
are being prepared for decontrol and 
said that another decontrol announce- 
ment would be forthcoming in an- 
other two or three weeks.

FRB Suspends Reg. X 
On Real Estate Loans 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—-Regulation 
X, which set minimum down pay- 
ments and maximum terms on con- 
ventional mortgages covering resi- 
dential and commercial construction, 
was suspended by the Federal Re- 
serve Board effective Sept. 16. 

This action does not affect real 
estate credit insured or guaranteed 
by the Federal Housing Administra- 
tion or the Veterans Administration. 

The suspension came after housing 
starts had fallen below a prescribed 
minimum rate of 1,200,000 units per 
year for three successive months. 
Rather than reduce down payments 
to 5%, as the FRB could have done 
under the new Defense Production 
Act, the agency decided to suspend 
the regulation entirely. 

FRB officials noted, however, that 
conventional mortgage loans are still 
subject to basic state and Federal 
statutes governing real estate loans 
by financial institutions. 


Nema July Refrigerator 
Sales Off from June 


NEW YORK CITY—After 
upward in June from the May level, 
refrigerator sales suffered a relapse 
in July, according to statistics re- 
leased by the National Electrical 
Manufacturers Association. 

July sales of 16 companies totaled 
366,372 units, compared with 374,199 
in the preceding month. The July 
figure brought sales for the first 
seven months to 2,103,333.

Held Liable In 
New Dairy Law 


Holding Stores Responsible 
Aimed at Full Compliance 
On Equipment Sale Law 


TRENTON, N. J. — The recent 
order issued by the State Office of 
the Milk Industry Director of New 
Jersey, which prohibited dairy com- 
panies in New Jersey from “giving 
or lending” refrigeration equipment 
to milk retailers, has been strength- 
ened by another regulation which 
makes the retail store equally re- 
sponsible with the supplier in the 
event of a violation. 

The new order, Regulation F-28, 
states that: 

“To insure enforcement of Regula- 
tion F-28, drawn to eliminate unfair 
trade practices which might harm 
the producers’ interests, we find it 
necessary to make the store licensee 
or receiver equally responsible with 
the supplier in the event of a viola- 
tion. It is hereby ordered that: 

“1. No store licensee shall receive 
as a gift or loan from any dealer, 
producer-dealer, processor or sub- 
dealer any ice box, refrigerating 
equipment, or milk or cream dis- 
penser of any type for the purpose of 
storing or dispensing milk, cream, 
and milk products.

Homes Without Air Conditioning To Be Dud 
On Market; Operating Costs Geared To Sell 


DALLAS ~~ When builders James 
Crow and John Benda offered for 
sale air conditioned, brick veneer, 
three-bedroom houses at $12,500 in 
the midst of the prolonged 100° F.- 
plus heat wave last month, they sold 
20 of them in the first 10 days. 

The Wall Street Journal quoted 
Crow as saying: “We've got firm 
orders for all the rest of the project 
(125 houses) if we can get details 
cleared up to get Veterans Admin- 
istration loans.” 

On the very first day the sample 
house was open, Crow reported, the 
public got a good idea of what the 
air conditioning would do. He said: 
“On that Sunday afternoon the tem- 
perature outside got up to 105° F., 
yet we were able to maintain an aver- 
age temperature of 80° F. inside. And

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Freezer Helps Tackle Shop Sell Li ve Bait 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J.--Known 
as the “smallest tackle shop in At- 
lantic county,” the Tackle Box here 
has brought additional traffic to the 
store with the addition of a 6-cu. ft. 
home freezer for the storage of live 
and package baits 

The Tackle Box is about 5 ft. wide 
and 60 ft. long to give it the name 
it has. Its owner, Irvin Subin, stocks 
one of the largest assortments of 
fishing tackle in the area and spe- 
cializes in custom made rods. Be- 
cause hundreds of customers want 
rods built to their specifications, such 
as longer or shorter handles, heavier 
butts, different hardware fittings and 
so forth, he has built up quite a sub- 
stantial following for his custom 
made rods. 

“Our main attraction is our assort- 
ment of bait,” says Subin. “In salt 
water fishing, such as we have here, 
baits rather than feathers and spoons 
are required, and so we have carried 
a line of package baits. These are 
shrimp, minnows, worms, and other 
bait that could be handled in pack- 
age form. But the demand for live 
bait persisted and we decided to stock 
it as well.” 

Subin acquired a 6-cu. ft. freezer 
that is set in the store along one of 
the walls. Bait can be kept alive here 
by maintaining an even temperature 
Live shedder crabs, blood worms, and 
eels are a few of the live bait. Some 
are wrapped in moss and others just 
packaged and they keep. 

To facilitate live bait handling, 
Subin wraps bait by weight in half- 
pound and pound packages.

With this small store, Hiller and 
Lutey are out to give the people 
everything they can get in competi- 
tive supermarkets and more besides 
Therefore, every square foot of sell- 
ing space has to pay its way 

Cramming almost their entire 
canned goods line in the Food-O-Mat, 
they have more room for refriger- 
ated fixtures. And how they use it! 

Opposite the Food-O-Mat is a 
37'4-ft. continuous display of self- 
serve refrigerated dairy and lunch 
meat cases. On the opposite side wall 
is a display of produce, including 20 
ft. of refrigerated cases. Facing the 
produce display is a continuous 37 ',- 
ft. row of frozen food cases. 

Across the rear of the store is a 
44-ft. long display of self-serve meat 
cases, topped by sliding glass doors 
through which the cases are filled 
from the rear. A Weber Blizzard 
self-service ice cream cabinet near 
the checkout stand completes the 
lineup of selling fixtures—approxi- 
mately 143 ft. in all 

Except for the ice cream cabinet 
and the two Hussmann produce cases 
which came from the store’s previous 
location, all of the refrigerated fix- 
tures are C. V. Hill. Including six 
frozen food cases, six dairy cases, 
and four meat cases, they were sold 
to Shopping Center by Jack Pearl- 
man’s Western Refrigeration & Equip- 
ment Co. of Detroit. The refrigeration 
firm also did the store layout, in- 
corporating many ideas suggested by 
Hiller himself. 

Johnston Refrigeration Co. of De- 
troit made the installation of all re-

frigeration equipment, which also in- 
cludes a 15 by 18-ft. meat cooler, 
a 12 by 14-ft. produce cooler, and a 
10 by 12-ft. dairy cooler in the area 
behind the meat cases. The coolers 
were constructed by Chrysler & Kop- 
pin Co 

The meat cutting and packaging 
room, which forms a T-shaped area 
between the coolers, is refrigerated 
at from 55 to 58° F. The remaining 
piece of refrigerated equipment in 
the store is a Hussmann reach-in 
commercial freezer of 30-cu. ft. ca- 
pacity. This is located in the base- 
ment. Hiller said that he expects to 
add two more such freezers to triple 
his present frozen food storage 
capacity 

The condensing units serving the 
store's entire refrigeration needs are 
stacked neatly and compactly on a 
two-tier rack that runs almost the 
entire 22-ft. length of the basement 


CONDENSING UNIT RACK 
IS FREE STANDING 


The rack is somewhat unusual! in 
that it is free standing and is not 
connected to the wall. This was neces- 
sary, C. E. “Bob” Roberts, service 
manager for Western Refrigeration, 
explained, because a 6-in. soil pipe 
runs along the wall and prevented 
the rack from being set up against 
the wall. 

On the rack are a 1'-hp. Copeland 
unit for one of the meat cases (this 
fixture contains poultry and is held 
at 28 to 30° F.), a 3-hp. Airtemp 
unit for the other three meat cases, 
two 3-hp. units for the six dairy 
eases, two 3-hp. Lehigh units for the 
six frozen food cases, a 1-hp. Mills 
unit for the produce walk-in, a Huss- 
mann 1'y-hp. unit for the two pro- 
duce cases, a 2-hp. Airtemp unit for 
the meat walk-in, and a 5-hp. Cope- 
land unit for cooling the meat cut- 
ting room. 

Mounted on the floor alongside the 
rack are a ‘9-hp. unit for the dairy 
walk-in and a %-hp. Copeland unit 
for the freezer. The condensing units 
for the extra freezers will probably 
be mounted above these, it was 
noted. 

All of these condensing units, ex- 
cept the two Mills units and the 
Hussmann unit, 
Hiller and Lutey figure that it costs 
them practically nothing to water 
cool the units, besides, except for 
the stairwell, there is no ventilation

in the basement to dissipate the heat 
from the units 

The economy comes from using the 
water that has passed through the 
Hastings washed air cooling system 
to cool the condensing units. The 
Hastings system is mounted above 
the walk-in coolers at the rear of 
the store 

Through louvers mounted in the 
center of the store above the meat 
cases, it blows a stream of cooled 
air across the ceiling to the front of 
the store. The air bounces back off 
the front windows and filters through 
the store. 

Besides doing a good job of cool- 
ing the store, according to Hiller, the 
system also has the advantage of 
creating no drafts over the open self- 


serve cases, which would have in- 
creased their cost of operation. 
The air-cooling system was in- 


stalled by Winchester Heating & Air 
Conditioning Co. of Ann Arbor. 

An eye-catching feature of the 
store is the self-serve meat section. 
Though the sliding glass doors give 
the appearance of being part of the 
rear wall, they are actually part of 
the meat cases -the regular Hill 
model 77R2G. 


HILLER IS GREAT READER OF

Hiller commented that, having 
been in the meat business all his life, 
he is a great reader of refrigeration 
trade papers. 

“Every piece of equipment I pur- 
chased,” he declared, “was bought 
after reading the manufacturers’ ad- 
vertising in these books.”

10 ft. deep. In this area seven giris 
work at tables set against the meat 
and dairy cooler walls. Fresh meats 
come to them on trays over a two- 
level roller-conveyor line mounted at 
the rear of and above the tables 
They package the meat and pass it 
on to a girl at the end of the line, 
who weighs, prices, and tags the 
packages. 

From there, the girls have only to 
turn around, open the appropriate 
glass door, and they can fill the meat 
cases without disturbing the cus- 
tomers 

This area forms the top of a “T.” 
The stem of the T, extending back 
between the meat and dairy walk- 
ins, is the cutting area, where five 
butchers work to break the meat 
into retail cuts 

With this setup, butchers have 
only a few feet to move from the 
walk-ins to the cutting tables. From 
the cutting tables to the conveyor 
lines serving the wrapping tables is 
also only a step. Lines of traffic are 
not only very short, but they do not 
cross at any point. 


CONVEYORS SPEED OPERATIONS 


As another means of conserving 
space and speeding operations, the 
partners have almost completely con- 
veyorized their stock moving opera- 
tions. A conveyor at the rear freight 
entrance splits at the stairwell. One 
line goes down to the basement, 
makes a right turn, and runs along 
the front wall of the basement at 
waist level. The other, also at waist 
level, continues in a straight line 
along the rear of the Food-O-Mat 
This line breaks just ahead of the 
Food-O-Mat at a marking table. 
Here cartons are opened, their con-

tents stamped with the correct price, 
and then continue their conveyor 
journey to the stockera, who load the 
cans into their proper troughs 

Hiller is very proud of his up-to- 
the-minute market. “What have the 
supers to offer,” he asks, “that you 
ean't find here?’

‘Operation Polio’ 


Children In Texas Hospital Get Relief from 
100° Heat When Air Force Cadets Donate 


WACO, Texas—In a single recent 
week, airmen and officers of James 
Connally Air Force Base, large cadet- 
training center north of the city, 
contributed enough funds to put five 
Frigidaire room air conditioners into 
a local children's hospital. 

Harry J. Lewis, president of the 
Harry J. Lewis Co. here supplied all 
five of the units, following a rush 
campaign which was carried out 
among 7,500 men on the Air Force 
base.

The five in combination provide 
a 78° over-all temperature through- 
out day and evening, it was found. 


Many Waco newspapers gave 
editorial attention to the swift cam- 
paign.

Increased Compressor 
Running Time Can Mean 
Insulation Troubles 


DETROIT ~ Increase in compressor 
running time over what was previ- 
ously considered normal can be a 
good indication that moisture is com- 
ing through the vapor seal and re- 
ducing the effectiveness of insulation, 
especially in low temperature rooms, 
declared George Hetrick of Arm- 
strong Cork Co. in a discussion of 
insulation before’ the 
Greater Detroit RSES chapter 

His discussion followed two sound- 
slide films in color on “The Ideal Low 
Temperature Insulation,” and “Insu- 
lation Enemy No. 1." The latter, of 
course, refers to moisture 

The first film outlined 10 chief re- 
quirements for a low temperature 
insulation used in cold storage or 
test room work 


High insulating efficiency; high 
moisture resistance; strength; light 
weight; ease of handling; ease of 


application; high structural stability: 
freedom from odor, fire resistance; 
and reasonable cost 

Second film on moisture pointed 
out that moisture will come through 
even thick brick walls due to (1) 
wind, (2) differences in vapor pres- 
sure between inside and outside, (3) 
stack effect 

Moisture in insulation, it also em- 
phasized, reduces its efficiency, and 
in low temperature rooms it will 
freeze and eventually, if there's 


| enough of it, cause walls and floors 


of the room to buckle 

Method of sealing to prevent mois- 
ture migration recommended by Arm- 
strong is (1) apply a good coat of 
portland cement plaster on the wall, 
(2) cover this with asphalt paint, 
(3) dip corkboard insulation in hot 
asphalt and apply, (4) finish with 


emulsion 

Final answer for a good insulation 
job, however, is good workmanship, 
the film stressed 

“Why do ceilings fall down in some 
rooms?" Hetrick was asked 

“Probably it was a wood ceiling 
with the insulation applied directly 
on the joists,” he suggested. “We 
recommend that wood sheathing be 
nailed to the joists, the sheathing 
be covered with a heavy layer of 
asphalt paper securely tacked in 
place, and then the corkboard be ap- 
plied to the paper in hot asphalt with 
special galvanized nails 


“Merely nailing the insulation to 


the ceiling joists does not give enough 
support,” 


he cautioned

In summer, a valve on the engine 
was closed to prevent circulation of 
hot water through the heating coil, 
but no provision was made for stop- 
ping the compressor, and conse- 
quently the compressor ran summer 
and winter, whenever the automobile 
engine ran 


COMPARATIVE LIFE 
EXPECTANCY OF THE 
COMPRESSOR AND 
AUTO ENGINE 
At first, it might appear foolish to 
operate the compressor whenever the 


engine ran, summer or winter, 
whether refrigeration and cooling 
was needed or not. However, it was 


really not as foolish as it might 
sound, if we compare the life expec- 
tancy of refrigeration compressors 
and automobile engines in terms of 
hours of operation 

It is usually eonsidered that a re- 
frigeration compressor should operate 
five years or more without requiring 
any major repair. In fact, several 
companies give a five-year warranty 
on the motor-compressor. 

If we base this on an average op- 
eration of 12 hours out of 24 hours, 
we see that a normal refrigeration 
compressor should operate about 21,- 
900 hours before any compressor re- 
pairs should be expected (12 365 

5 21,900). If we drove an auto- 
mobile for 21,900 hours at an aver- 
age city and country speed of 35 
m.p.h., it would have covered 766,500 
miles (21,900 35). The life of the 
average automobile engine is nearer 
a tenth of that, 76,650 miles or 
2,190 hours of engine operation 

So, knowing that the refrigeration 
compressor would normally last 10 
times as many hours of operation as 
the automobile engine, the automo- 
bile manufacturer did not have to be 
concerned at letting the compressor 


or 


run all the time the engine did, 
whether refrigeration was needed or 
used, or not. 


Power take-off has sometimes been 
objected to because of the loss of 
power from the automobile engine 
diverted to driving the compressor, 
and therefore not available for driv- 
ing the automobile, thus affecting 
the maximum road speed and engine 
power for hills. This can be a serious 
consideration in the case of refrig- 
erated trucks, which because of the 
relatively large amount of refriger- 
ation required and the high horse- 
power-per-ton due to low tempera- 
tures, may require several horse- 
power 

It should not be of major conse- 
quence in case of passenger car air 
conditioning, for the heat load is 
much lower and the horsepower-per- 
ton is much higher due to the higher 
evaporator temperature and conse- 
quently the higher suction pressures 


AIR CONDITIONED AUTOMOBILES 
AVAILABLE NEXT YEAR 


At least three manufacturers of 
passenger automobiles in the medium 
and upper price brackets have an- 
nounced that they will offer air con- 
ditioning (real air conditioning, in- 
cluding mechanical cooling) as op- 
tional equipment on some of their 
1953 models. The price has not as 
yet been announced, but if it does not 
add too much to the original price 
of the automobile, the demand may 
very well exceed their most optimistic 
expectations 

These manufacturers have natural- 


ly not disclosed details of construc- 
tion of their cooling systems, but the 
information that has been made pub- 
lic indicates that the systems will be 
very similar to the one used by the 
pioneer in this field, and which has 
been described here 

Passenger car air conditioning 
should have a great future. It and 
residence air conditioning are poten- 
tially vast markets, as yet almost 
unscratched. Perhaps 1953 will mark 
the beginning of mass sales of air 
conditioned automobiles

price controls suggested that Woods 
“take off the amendments (she men- 
tioned Capehart specifically) and put 
real teeth into price controls.” 

Though Woods maintained a more 
or less neutral attitude-—that of the 
information seeker rather than of a 
defender of the faith—he did say that 
those who think that prices would 
go down if price controls were re- 
moved were forgetting 1946 when 
OPA prices were dropped. Then, he 
said, prices went up immediately. 

He suggested that possibly this 
time they can reverse the situation: 
“Let's get prices down first, then take 
off the controls.” 

Woods stated that he felt that 
price controls were tied in with de- 
fense spending. When this period of 
defense spending comes to an end, 
he said, then price controls should 
be dropped. 

He reported that 90% of the let-

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OPS Issues New Interpretations of 
Price Regulation on Construction 


WASHINGTON, D. C. — A new 
series of interpretations of CPR 93, 
the ceiling price regulation covering 
construction and related services and 
sales of installed materials, was 
issued recently by the Office of Price 
Stabilization. 

These interpretations covered the 
one man shop exemption, continued 
use of CPR 34 prices, contracts in 
progress on Nov. 20, 1951, recovery 
of trade association dues in the 
hourly rate, reporting requirements 
for installed sales, and changes from 


time and materials to lump-sum 
basis. 

ONE MAN SHOP 
Concerning the one man _ shop, 


OPS noted that neither CPR 93 nor 
any other price regulation (including 
CPR 34) applies to the sales of con- 
struction services by an individual 
man or woman who neither employs 
or uses the construction service of 
one or more persons or employes of 
one or more sub-contractors. 

It added that this exemption came 
into effect on Nov. 20, 1951, at the 
same time CPR 93 became effective. 
Therefore, persons who were subject 
to CPR 34 before that date are not 
excused from any violations of that 
regulation while they were covered 


by it. 
Persons, such as those in the 
plumbing and heating contracting 


business, who normally operate alone 
but occasionally use one or more em- 
ployes for varied intervals, are 
exempt from the regulation while 
they are working alone, but are not 
exempt while they are using hired 
help. Thus, any work they do using 
hired help must be priced in con- 
formance with CPR 93. 

Where a contract for construction 
service is entered into at a time 
when occasional employes are en- 
gaged, but where, before perform- 
ance is completed, there is a rever- 
sion to the “one man shop” status, 
CPR 93 is no longer applicable, the 
interpretation said. “However, this 
does not have the effect of abrogat- 
ing any contract already in existence. 

“On the other hand, where a con- 
tract is entered into while the ‘one 
man shop’ has no occasional em- 
ployes, and subsequently, before per- 
formance is completed, occasional 
employes are engaged, CPR 93 there- 
upon becomes applicable, including 
all applicable reporting and record 
keeping requirements, and the price 
provided in the contract must be re- 
computed to the extent that it is 
inconsistent with the applicable pro- 
visions of the regulation.” 


PARTNERSHIP IS NOT 
‘ONE MAN SHOP’ 


Another interpretation pointed out 
that a partnership—even when all the 
work is done by the partners—is not 
considered a one man shop and is 
subject to CPR 93. 

CPR 93 permits a seller of con- 
struction services to continue to de- 
termine his ceiling prices for sales of 
those services under CPR 34 if his 
(higher) ceiling prices have been 
properly reported under CPR 34. If 
he wants to continue to use those 
prices rather than CPR 93 prices, he 
must, among other things: 

(a) Have filed the appropriate re- 
ports of CPR 34 ceiling prices with 
the proper district office of OPS. 


(b) Have filed reports required by 
CPR 34 on or before dates required 
by that regulation and before Nov. 
29, 1951 for construction services 
which he desired to continue pricing 
under CPR 34. 

Unless the reports were filed prior 
to the applicable date, the seller may 
not retail his ceiling prices for such 
construction services under CPR 34. 

(c) Have filed the reports required 
by section 32 of CPR 93. A seller 
who is accorded a right to continue 
pricing some construction services 
under CPR* 34 may subsequently 
change to CPR 93 prices for such 
services. However, once he has put 
into effect prices under CPR 93 for 
such services he may not revert back 
to CPR 34 ceiling prices. 

OPS emphasized that contractors 
who had entered into contracts be- 
fore Nov. 20, 1951 which were still 
in effect on and after that date, were 
not required to change their ceiling 
prices to CPR 93 figures on those 
contracts. They could do so, however, 
if the other contracting parties agree. 
OPS said it had no intention of 
changing existing contracts when 
issuing the new regulation. 

Trade association dues, OPS said, 
cannot be included in the ceiling 
hourly charges for labor. Hourly 
charges for labor are determined by 
adding together current wage rates, 
payroll costs, and the dollars and 
cents margin between labor hourly 
costs during the base period and cur- 
rent labor hourly costs. 


PAYROLL COSTS 


Payroll costs, as defined by the 
regulation, include the following: 
payroll taxes, cost of pension and 
insurance plans, and premiums for 
compensation, labor, and other re- 
quired insurance based on payroll. 
But they do not include association 
dues even if based upon payroll. 

The interpretation continues: 

“CPR 93 contemplates that the 
seller on a time and materials or 
hourly rate basis may recover the 
same dollars and cents margin over 
hourly costs that he recovered dur- 
ing the base period. 

“If trade association dues were in- 
cluded in this margin during the base 
period they would at the present time 
be included in his current margin. 
To the extent, however, that these 
dues have increased, under CPR 93 
he must now absorb any increase of 
these dues in his margin.” 

Sales which are subject to the pro- 
visions of section 22 (a) or 22 (b) 
do not require a report under sec- 
tion 32. Only those installed sales 
subject to the provisions of section 
22 (c) need be reported. 

Section 22 (ic) sales are those 
charged on a material cost plus 
markup basis where the markup was 
calculated to recover estimated instal- 
lation cost, overhead expenses, plus 
a margin of profit. 

OPS pointed out that some con- 
tractors, who, during the base period, 
set prices for their services on a time 
and materials basis have indicated a 
desire to discontinue this method and 
begin pricing on a lump sum basis, 
thereby eliminating the necessity for 
reporting on OPS Form 101. 

Ruled OPS: “A contractor may 
change to the lump sum method of 
pricing if he makes application as 
provided by section 16 for sellers 
without base period experience.

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“However, if, by reason of the 
change from a time and materials to 
a lump sum pricing basis, a service 
having the same general purpose 
which formerly was offered at a’ 
lower price would not now be avail- 
able except at a higher price, the 
contractor may not thereafter refuse 
to sell on his former time and ma- 
terials basis except under the cir- 
cumstances permitted in section 37." 


CIRCUMSTANCES FOR 
REFUSAL TO SELL 

These circumstances are: 

1. That specialized equipment or 
supplies requisite to a continuance of 
the particular service are not avail- 
able. 

2. That the continuance of the par- 
ticular service would be in violation 
of or would be rendered imprac- 
ticable by a governmental order or 
regulation, or that it would be con- 
trary to governmentally established 
standards or policies 

3. That discontinuance of the par- 
ticular service will enable the seller 
to maintain other services more 
necessary to the community directly 
concerned. 

4. That other suppliers in the com- 
munity are able and willing to supply 
the requested service or a similar 
service in requisite amount and at 
prices not exceeding the ceiling price 
of the particular seller. 


When In Ohio, Do as 
The Romans Do 


OXFORD, Ohio— Credit for the 
first use of radiant heat in modern 
swimming pool construction goes to 
Miami university here where a floor- 
type radiant system will circulate 
hot water at controlled temperatures 
through wrought iron pipe in the 
floor-deck of the pool and other sec- 
tions of the school’s new natatorium. 

Originators of this idea, however, 
were the Romans who used to cir- 
culate bot gases from charcoal fires 
through walls and floors and build- 
ings housing the baths. 


Pressure Regulators In 


Gas Line Solve Problem 
Of Fluctuating Flame 


ST. LOUIS -—- Installation of pres- 
sure regulators in the line feeding 
the gas safety pilot in most cases 
solves the problem of a fluctuating 
flame, which can adversely affect 
operation of the safety pilot element, 
points out the Service Information | 
Div. of White-Rodgers Electric Co. | 

Any gas burner has one point of 
operation where it reaches peak effi- | 
ciency. At this point the primary 
air and the gas supply are in perfect | 
relationship to give the desired flame | 
characteristics. 

The gas supply to the main burners | 
of heating equipment is controlled by | 
a pressure regulator. Constant pres- 
sure assures a definite flow of gas 
to the burner unless the gas line 
pressure drops below the regulator 
setting, or unless dirt is plugging 
the orifices or burners. 

The average setting of pressure 
regulators for gas burner heating ap- 
plications is 3% in. of water column 
pressure. This pressure is read on a | 
U/tube (manometer) inserted in the 
gas line between the automatic gas 
valve and the burner manifold. 

The gas safety pilot line should, for 
safety, be installed ahead (up 
stream) of the hand-operated shut- 
off cock to the main burner. The pilot 
line must have its own shut-off. 
While this installation promotes 
safety, it does subject the pilot to 
fluctuating gas pressures. 

Needle valves and orifices in pilot 
lines do not control pressure. Their 
use does not fulfill the constant gas 
delivery requirements. 

“Several service organizations have 
told us that they install 4-in. regu- , 
lators in safety pilot lines. They set

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8—Need Proper Location 
For Good Operation 


Select the proper location for a 
temperature control or the system 
will not operate properly 

The temperature-sensitive element 
of the control, like your hand, has to 
“feel” the temperature it has to con- 
trol. If the control is not installed 
in the proper location, it may feel a 
false temperature. Therefore, the 
heating result in the building will be 
poor. 

No control will cure a sick heat- 
ing system. It is vital that the heat 
supply to each room is adjusted so 
that the building will heat evenly. 
This is called balancing the system, 
it involves adjusting the dampers and 
air delivery velocity and temperature 
of warm air heating systems; the ad- 
justing of radiation output by using 
flow orifices or valves and properly 
controlling water temperature of hot 
water heating systems; the proper 
sizing of steam radiation and the 
proper free flow of steam to each 
radiator where steam heating is used. 

Floor furnaces and room heaters 
must be properly located to give 
maximum heat circulation through 
the building. Because these heaters 
are spot heaters, having only one 
heat delivery outlet, doors connecting 
all rooms to be heated must be left 
open. Excessive air circulation due to 
drafts from poorly fitted doors or 
windows must be eliminated. 

The heat distribution from spot 
heaters will follow the normal air 
currents of the building, thus any 
currents that interfere with good 
heating must be eliminated. 

With all heating systems it is good 
practice to keep heat delivery to the 
building as constant as possible. The 
closer the heat input equals the heat 
loss, the more satisfactory the heat- 
ing will be. 

The above can be accomplished by 
properly setting the fan and limit 
control and properly adjusting blower 
speeds and dampers of forced warm 
air heating systems. Study the ad-

Where hot water heat is used, 
proper setting of the limit control 
will improve the heating. Keep the 
limit control setting at a point where 
sufficiently hot water is produced to 
heat the building. Do not set the limit 
control so high that excessively hot 
water is produced that will cause 
over-heating of the building after the 
thermostat is satisfied 

Close differential thermostats of 
the heat anticipating type will assist 
in proper heating. They create 
shorter cycles of burner operation. 


Ray, Oil Heating Pioneer 
Succumbs In L. A. at 73 


LOS ANGELES.William R. Ray, 
inventor, industrialist, and engineer 
and chairman of the board of direc- 
tors of General Controls Co. died 
recently at his home here. He was 73. 

A pioneer in the oil heating indus- 
try, Ray was reportedly responsible 
for the development of the horizontal 
rotary oil burner, the dual pump, and 
reservoir and other improvements in 
the combustion, automatic controls, 
heating, and connecting fields. He was 
credited with inventing an oil burner 
which made it economically possible 
to use oil for heating and power pur- 
poses.

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(Concluded from Page 1, Column &/) 
the rate to be charged for the rental 
of refrigerating equipment. 

The rentals start at $10 per month 
on equipment with a value up to 
$350. On equipment valued at $351 
to $500, the rate is $15 per month. 
On units valued at from $501 to $750 
it is $20 per month; on units valued 
from $751 to $1,000 it is $30 per 
month; on units valued from $1,001 
to $1,500 it is $45 per month 

Equipment in use (furnished to 
the retail outlet prior to Aug. 19, 
1952) is exempt from sales or rental 
arrangements. However, such equip- 
ment must be registered with the 
Office of Milk Industry by the filing 
of « list of the names and addresses 
of the recipients, type of equipment 
installed, and a sample copy of the 
form used in placing such equipment. 

On sales for cash of new equip- 
ment by dairy firms to retail outlets 
the minimum price shall now be the 
current list price, plus handling, in- 
stallation, and freight charges. Where 
such a sale is made on 4 time pay- 
ment basis, 6% interest is to be 
charged, with the maximum period 
of payment not more than three 
years 

Maintenance of equipment which is 
leased out will be the responsibility 
of the firm leasing it. Maintenance 
of equipment where it is sold either 
on time payments or for cash will be 
the responsibility of the purchaser. 

Following is the complete text of 
the Interpretation issued by Director 
Armatrong : 


TO ALL DEALERS, PRODUCER- 
DEALERS, PROCESSORS, AND 
SUBDEALERS: 


Inquiries relative to Regulation 
F-27 have caused us to realize the 
need of a clear interpretation. 

It should be thoroughly understood 
that the prime issue behind this 
Regulation is to eliminate unfair 
trade practice in the sale of milk to 
stores and other wholesale outlets 
which might harm the producers’ 
interest. 

A study by our staff has indicated 
certain questions, some of which we 
believe are self-explanatory. For ex- 
ample, paragraph 1 reads -— “No 
licensee shall give or lend to any 
customer an ice box, refrigerating 
equipment, or milk or cream dis- 
penser of any type for the purpose 
of storing or dispensing milk, cream, 
and milk products.” I cannot under- 
stand why there should be any mis- 
understanding about this paragraph. 
It clearly prohibits the giving away 
or lending of equipment. 

A cataloguing of other inquiries 
relative to Section 2 of the Regula- 
tion seems to resolve itself into two 
general headings: what type of lease 
or sale will be permitted under the 
Regulation and what disposition shall 
be made of equipment already in 
service at the time the Regulation 
was issued. After discussing this mat- 
ter with several members of the in- 
dustry, conferring with various mem- 
bers of our staff, and considerable 
deliberation, we list the following 
plans which will have the approval 
of this office:

SALES 

CASH SALES--for new equipment 
furnished since the date of issuance 
of Regulation F-27, the minimum 
price shall be the current list price, 
plus handling, installation, and 
freight charges. 

TIME PAYMENT SALES-—for new 
equipment furnished since the date of 
issuance of Regulation F-27, the 
minimum price shall be the current 
list price plus 6% interest, plus hand- 
ling, installation, and freight charges; 
payments totaling the above to be 
spread evenly over a maximum 
period of not more than three years. 

Equipment in use, that is, equip- 
ment that was furnished by the 
dealer previous to Aug. 19, 1952, 
shall be exempt from sales or rental 
arrangements. This equipment shall, 
however, be registered with the 
Office of Milk Industry by filing a 
list of the names and addresses of 
the recipients, type of equipment in- 
stalled, and a sample copy of the 
form used in placing this equipment. 
This information shall be supplied 
not later than 10 days from the date 
of this letter. 

It must be understood that when 
it becomes necessary to replace the 
equipment now in use, the replace- 
ment equipment shall be installed in

MAINTENANCE OF EQUIPMENT

In keeping with the Regulation, 


all contracts for both new and used | 
equipment shall be registered with 
the department.

inspectors not recorded in the Office | 


of Milk Industry, will cause the de- 
partment to place charges against 
the owners for violation.
